A Victory Over Clericalism in 
Germany. 


More Arrests and Disorder in Ireland— 
European News. 


Germany. 

RERLIN, October 28.—In polling here for 
members of the Reichstag yesterday no Con- 
servative or Anti-Semitic candidate received 
enough votes to enabie him to enter as @ can- 
didatein the second ballot. HerrjHenrici, the 
notorious Jew-baiter, only received 890 votes 
out of 40,000. The news from the provinces 
denotes the strengthening ofthe liberalrangs. 
The defeat of the Conservatives is most signiti- 
cant in places where the Government put forth 
all its strengthto supportthem. A large force 
of police was on dutyinthe streets here dur- 
ing the day and numerousarrests were made. 

ELECTION FIGURES. 

BERLIN, October 28.—Figures giving the re- 

sujt of the eiection here are very significant. 


| Prof. Virchow, Progressist, polled 17,400 votes, 


against 11,200 for Rev. Dr. Stoecker, court 
preacher and leader of the Anti-Semitic move- 
ment. In two cases where a second ballot is re- 
quired, the Social Democrats developed form- 
idable strength, Thus Herr Bebel polled 13,574 
votes against 19,528 for Herr Trager; Progress- 
ist candidate, and 8,234 for the Conservative 
candidate. Herr Hansenclever polled 10,647 
against 18,897 for Herr Klotz, Progressist can- 
didate. The votes for each of the other candli- 
dates were insignificant, but inthe aggregate 
were sufticient to prevent a majority for any 
one candidate, and to render fresh ballots 


necessary. 
A PROGRESSIST VICTORY.

Further returns from the elections show 
the national liberals lost considerably at 
Dantzic, Hamburg and Magdeburg.

DASHED TO DESTRUCTION 


The Steamer Jennie Gilchrist 
Swept Against a Bridge 


And Sunk 
. 


With Human Lives on 
Board. 


Seventeen Persons Drowned or 
Ecalded to Death. 


A Drunken Crew Responsible for the 
Horror. 


Rock ISLAND, ILL., October 28.—A little after 
10 o’clock the Jennie Gilchrist left Rock Island 
with thirteen passengers and sixteen men ot 
the crew aboard. It passed through the bridge 
and got about half amile above it, when at 
10:30the engineer discovered that the cam 
rod, which is used to reverse the wheel, was 
broken and the boat at once began 

DRIFTING RAPIDLY DOWN STREAM. 

The swollen river gave the current additional 
force, and swiftly the craft went down to de- 
struction. 
came apparent, Mr. Skelton at once rushed 
into the cabin, telling the passengers 
of the accident which had happened, 
and urging them to at once take refuge on the 
barge. He notified the pilot of what had hap- 
pened, who, exclaiming, ‘‘Why don’t they do 
something? 

FOR GOD’S SAKE DO SOMETHING,’’ 

blew his whistle for danger. The pilot then 
left his wheel giving it aturn forthe port and 
made tracks for the barge, crying as he went 
down stairs: ‘‘Save yourselves, she is going to 
strike the bridge.’’ Inthe cabin everything 
was frantic, women were crying and the men 
were about as useless. Noone seemed to have 
any idea what to do. 

The crew, withthe exception of Pilot Dor- 
rand, the clerk and engineers and firemen,are 
reported to have been drunk, and 

AS TERROR-STRUCK AS THE OTHERS. 
As she drifted down upon the pier, urged on by 
the swollen current, she partly turned and pre- 
sented her starboard side to the obstructing 
pier, striking it just aft of the boilers. Eight 
persons had taken refuge on the barge, and as 
it swung around to the left of the pier they cast 
off the sternend and spring-line. Tha bow- 
line was fastened to the flat anead, and when 
it was cast off the flat 
SWUNG TO THE RIGHT, 

andthe line went out witha rush. A negro 
named Jim Smalley was at that moment 
climbing over the bow of the barge, and the 
line being between his legs he was whirled 
overboard. Skelton grabbed him by the trous- 
ers and hauled him aboard, a very astonished 
but highly grateful negro. 

When the Jennie struck the bridge she hita 
little aftof the boiler-heads and broke them in 
atonce. Steam beganto rush out, andfora 
moment 

THE PROSPECT OF BEING SCALDED 
was aided to that of being arowned. The 
scene at that time was terrific. Those on the 
barge knew not whether they were safe or in 
mortal danger. Around them was a thick 
cloud of steam suffocating them, so that their 
only chance to breathe was by lying down 
and putting their mouths to the holes in the 
deek Inthe cabin of the boat,they could

of the fated passengers who had stood there, 
while the crew on the forecastle were appeal- 
ing loudly for help. They could be seen and 
atthis time no help could be given. The 
barge drifted off tothe left, followed bv the 
boat and the fiat following it. After the bridge 
was passed the work of rescuing those on the 
boat began. First the engineer was pulled 
aboard, then the clerk and one negro. 

They had tried to reachthe barge before 
striking the bridge, but failed,and falling in the 
water had drifted alongside the barge and they 
were rescued. The wind carried the barge over 
toward the Davenport shore, and in the course 
of ashort time they drifted down onto the 
is!and outside of Farge, Dixon & Co.’s mill, 
where it stranded. The stay there was short. 
The Evansviile had heard 

THE CRIES FOR HELP 
and it left Rock Island on its errand of succor. 
In about twenty minutes itcame upon the 
stranded barge and rescued itstwelve passen- 
gers from their situation, carrying them back 
to Rock Island. Besidesthe twelve saved on 
the barge there were five picked up on the 
Iowa shore who had clung tothe wreck, onea 
woman who displayed remarkablejpluck. The

two engineers and three more of the crew, 

The scene inthe cabin when the danger be- 
came apparert wasterrible. Mr. Skelton and 
Clerk Schuler tried to get the passengers down 
tothe barge. Four women werein the cabin 
in a state of pure helplessness, doing nothing, 
saying nothing, evidently expecting death. 
The gentlemen tried entreaty and advice, 
but it was useless, No one would 
stir and it seemed impossibleto get them or 
any ofthe passengers to move. They were 
told that their only hope of safety lay in getting 
aboard the barge, 

BUT THEY WOULD NOT STIR. 
Mr. Skelton and Mr. Schuler shook them and 
tried to drag, butit was useless, and in des- 
pair they left them to theirfate. A panic was 
everywhere, andevery effort to overcome it 
proved fruitiess.

There 
seems no doubt’ that the steamer was 
totally unfit for the work, was too heayily 
loaded and most of che crew was drunk. The 
boat was merely a freight boat, and was not’ 
licensed to carry passengers. The accident 
was entirely due to carelessmess and liquor. 
There was a good deal of whisky in the cargo, 
and some of it was tapped before starting. 
LATER, 

It is impossible at this time to give a full list 
of those killed in the accident here las: night, 
as no register*was kept of those on board the 
steamer. Those known to be lostare: Pass- 
engers—J. Zuber, Wm. Wendt and daughter, 
Mrs. James Trevor, Miss Sadie Temple and 
four unknown. Crew—James Sanford, fore- 
man; J. B. Temple, steward; William —, 
watchman, and four negroes, unknown deck- 
hands. 

The officials of the Jennie Gilchrist are sev- 
erely censured by surviving passengers for 
their lack of ability t» cope with the accident. 
The officers, with the exception of the clerks, 
made their own personal escape a matter of 
the first importance, and allowed the passen- 


barge 


gers to look out for themselves. 
It - is also admitted that the 
boat was overloaded with passengers 


and freight, carrying more than she could suc- 
cessfully handle. The most serious charge, 
however, is made by one of the surviving pas- 
sengers, to the effect thatthe crew, including 
the second pilot, was under the influence of 
liquor, and to that fact is attriputable the lack 
of management after the first accident to the 
machinery before the bridge was encountered. 


HANGED. 


The Gallows Claim a Victim in North 


Carolina. 

CHARLOTTE, N.C., October 28.—Allen John- 
son, colored, was hanged here to-day for the 
murder, underthe most brutal circumstances 
and for a few cents, of a blind old negro 
named Crump, in January, 1880. The culprit 
mounted the scaffold with no indication of 
weakness beyond a slight nervousness, and 
after a prayer of a dozen words told the Sheriff 
he was ready. The Srop was five and a half 
feet and his neck was broken. 


THE SNY LEVEE. 


A Third Break—The Bottom Lands Cover- 
ed—8300,000 Damage.

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How Judge Folger’s Nomination 
is Received.

New York Political Gossip.

NEW YORK, October 28.—Folger’s appoint- 
ment meets with general approval, but does 


not help the Administration much 
in the State canvass unless in 
a passive way. He is too 


intimate with the Conkling faction to inspire 
confidence that ne will act fairly all around. 
The Sun considersit an excellentand wunob- 
jectionable appointment. The World deems 


1 it the best choice that could have 
been made under the conditions by 


which the President’s choice was iimited. The 
Tribune infers that the President desires to 
promote unity, but invites’ Secretary Folger to 
indicate his financial policy. The Times and 
Herald are silenteditorially. The former admits 
that speculators are not altogether pleased. 
The great Democratic meeting last night has 
given a powerfulimpulse to the canvass and 
shows that the best elements are acting im har- 
mony. There is a lively contest between Astor 


and Fellow for ex-Congressman Mor- 
ton’s seat. Astor has immense 
wealth but is deemed too slavish 


to the Republican machine. 
RAILROAD NEWS. 

The World gives prominence to the details 
of the proposed Baltimore, Cincinnati and 
Western Central Line, which will compete with 
Mr. Garrett’s road at all points from end to 
end. Itistorun midway between the Balti- 
more and Ohio and Chesapeake and Ohio 
roads and is to extend from 
Baltimore to Cincinnati. The Union Improve 
ment Company has been formed to construct 
the road, and will have a capital of $10,000,000. 
It will take the company’s stock as payment. 

The bulls inthe stock market claim that al] 
the railroad differences will be settled soon so 
as to profit by the winter traffic. It 
is claimed that within a month the prices of 
stocks will be ten per cent higher on the aver- 
age. 


Folger's (qualifications. 
WASHINGTON, October 28.—The heads of di- 
visions in the Treasury Department are unani- 
mous in feeling pleased with the appointment 
of Judge Folger, as‘ they say that what is 
needed imperatively there is a good lawyer 
rather thana great financier. Very little is 


left for H Secretary to do in 
shaping policies for dealing with 
revenues. Congress does not look to 


him for suggestions as to ways and means, 
while the disbursements have settled into a 
routine regulated strictly by law. The real 
labor of the Secretary comes in the form of de- 
cisions upon appeals in cases of disputes be- 
tween importers and manufactures and cus- 


toms and internal revenue officials. Itis said 
that there are now aceumulated a 
very large number of such appeals 
which have passed from one division officer to 
another until finally submitted to the Secre- 
tary. Sherman was avery rapid, clear ana 
concise worker on such appeals, but Windom 
was much hindered in these decisions, first by 
the necessity of giving much timeto there- 
funding operations and afterwards by the ill- 
ness and death of the President. Judge Folger 
will come well trained to the legal considera- 
tion of cases of disputed construction, having 
learned as ajudge to sift evidence, andasa 
man of businessinthe great commercial cen- 
ter of the country to understand the details as 
presented by the merchants, importers, man- 
utacturers and corporations. 


The Lynchburg Fight. 

WASHINGTON, October 28.—Inthe fight over 
the Lynchburg Postmaster casein the Senate, 
Senator Johnson read a telegram this afternoon 
giving an extract from the Peoria Transcript 
coptaining a description of Wilson’s wounds 
and the fact that his name is enrolled on the 
Peoria monument as among the honored dead. 
The dispatch says that in the battle before 
Vicksburg under Grant, Wilson was shot 


through the forehead and an-

HE MUST SETTLE. 


The Comptroller After the Clerk of 


the Criminal Court. 
Clabby a Little Behind in his Accounts— 
The Facts. 
Aj rumor is in circulation amoung 


public officials to the effect that Andrew 
J. Clabby, the popular Olerk of the 
Criminal Court, has failed to make regular set- 
tlement with the city for the surplus fees of hig 
oftice. Another rumor ascribes a shortage to 
a public officer, and the facts are carefully 
concealed at headquarters. 

By legal provision the Cierk of the Criminal 
Court is required to make annual settle- 
ment at the general term of the 
Circuit Court before the five Judges in session. 


Mr. Clabby has made no _ settlement, 
according to the record of the 
genera] term, since April 12, is79, that 


account having reference to the’fees and ex- 
penditures ot the office for the year 1878. His 
statement atthat time was examined in the 
ordinary way, withinstructionstothe Circuit 
Clerk to notify the Comptroller for the filing 
of any exceptions that he might 
have to the scttlement within 


fifteen days. No further entry is noted on the 
record, from which it would appear that 
the Comptroller filed no e@x- 
ceptions. le is furnished with a 
copy of the statement by the officer making 
the settlement. The salary of the Clerk of the 
Criminal Court is fixed at $3,500, and he 
pays two deputies outof the receipts of the 


oftice. Mr. Clabby has always 
said that the office did not 
pay expenses. He is serving 4 


second term of office, havingtwice been elected 
by heavy Democratic majorities. In former 
years he was book-keeper for the old carpet 
firm of Finney & McGrath. 

It would appearto bethe duty of the Cir- 
cuit Judges to observe that city 
officers file their settlements in proper 
time, and a failure inthat regard on the part 
of the late Fred Thornton led to an order 
suspending him from the office ot Circuit 
Cierk. 

It is understood that Mr. Clabby was notified 
by the Circuit Clerk of his failure to file set- 
tiements for two fears past and 
that he recently promised to do so within a 
few days’, adding that the city asa matter of 
fact, owed him money. 

INTERVIEW WITH MR. ADREON.

‘‘The anlv tees,’’ said Mr. Adreon, ‘‘for 
which Mr. Clabby settles with me and pays 
intothe City Treasury are those collected 
from the Stare in the shape of 
Circuit Attorney’s fees, Marshal’s fees, Jail- 
or’s fees and the feesof the Covurtof 
Criminal Correction. He only owes 
me for the last term. The amount 
is smail, between $1,200 and $1,300, and as I say 
he may pay it at any moment.’’ 

**Have you demanded any settiement’"’ 

‘¢ 1 notified him several times, the last time 
being on October 11, to paythe money intothe 
City Treasury. On October?21 I notified him 
that if the: money was not paid 
into the Treasury at once we would 
proceed against him. Previous to this his 
settlements with me have been tolerably 
prompt.

He _ settles 
with the Circuit Court for clerk’s fees and 
with the State for unclaimed witness and oth- 
er fees. The latter, however, are hela in 
abeyance in court, where the city and State 
are contending for the amount involved.’’

Joseph Bara, the Child Hero.

The statue of the child hero Joseph Bara 
has been erected in the church square at 
Pajaiseau, on which a chateau of the Condes, 
on which he was born and reared, looks 
down. It wasin aninn near this residence 
that “the thievish magpie’”’ stole the silver 
spoon for which the serving-maid was sent 
| to prison. Palaiseau is near that end of the

George Sand once inhabited Palaiseau, and 
wrote there ‘‘Mile. La uintinie.” She 
bought an old house, and in attempting to 
improve it got into debt. M. Taine is very 
fond of the scenery around Palaiseau. He 
has a country house not far from it at Chatil- 
lon. His brother lives afew miles on in the 
Chevreuse direction. Joseph Bara’s father 
was a wood-ranger on the Palaiseau estate of 
the Condes, and his mother was a domestic 
inthe chateau. Sne wasa widow when her 
son, at the age of twelve, enrolied himself as 
a volunteer. His head had “taken fire’’ at 
apatriotic meeting where Carnot’s appeal! 
for 450,000 men was read before him. 

The boy learned to play the fife and drum, 
and furbished the arms and cleaned the horse 
of a Major of Spahis who had fought in India 
under Bussy. This officer “‘le petit tambour” 
followed to La Vendee. To harass and throw 
the enemy off the track, this Major often 
sent his little drummer running through the 
bocage to beat here and there the drum or 
sound the fife. Bara was one day surprised 
by a band of peasants. He was a boy of @eli- 
cate features and aristocratic air. The Ven- 
deans thought him some nobleman’s child 
who had been perverted, and told him that if 
hecried **Vive le Roi!” they would let him 
off. He answered by beating his drum. ‘**Are 
you deaf?’ roared a country brute, who took 
aim at him. “I’m a Republican!” replied 
the boy. “‘Ah! young brigand, have a care! 
Give up your drumming and, like us, cry, 
‘Vive le -Roi?’?? ‘Vive la Repub- 
lique!”? cried Bara. Twenty firelocks were 
discharged at him, and hefeil dead. Horrified 
atthe execution, the Vendeans fled. But 
some of them returned, picked up the corpse, 
and respectfully bore it tothe camp of the 
blues. The convention decreed a pension to 
Bara’s mother, and ordered that an eagraving 
of the little drammer’s execution should be 
made and hung upin every primary school to 
show what a child can do wien inspired bya 
noble sentiment. Chenier, in ‘‘Le Chant de 
Depart,’’ alluded to Bara’s execution, and 
David (d’Angers), who found one of the en- 
vravings ordered by the convention, chose 
his death as a subject for his chisel in 1857. 
The statue at Palaiseau represents the youth- 
ful hero in the uniform of a hussar. A drum- 
stick bas fallenfrom oneof his hands, the 
other he still holds. The boy has been struck 
with the twenty bullets, but the expression 
of heroic exaltation still lingers onthe deli- 
cate young face. 


The Author of ‘‘Dixie Land.” 
From the New York Sun. 


Dan Emmett, the old-time negro minstrel, 
is still performing in the West. He is tne 
author of **Way Down South in Dixie,’ 
whicb was first a ‘walk round’’ chorus writ- 
tenin 1859 for Bryant’s Minstrels. then at 
Mechanics’ Hall, Broadway.

Sheis now a graceful girl, with 
petite figure, bright and imtelligent face, and 
polished but unaffected manners, dressing 
prettily in American costume. She has al- 
most forgotten the Japanese language, un- 
derstanding it imperfectly, and speaking but 
a few words, while she speaks English with 
fluency and ease, and is a thorough New Eng- 
land gitl in all her instincts, saying: *‘My 
country will never become advanced until her 
women and mothers are educated, and our 
women will never, as a class, be educated so 
long as they marry so early, for the years from 
15 to 20 they should spendin school.’’

He early entered public life and became one 
of the most earnest supporters of his future 
father-in-law. M. Waddington offered him 
the post of Minister of Commerce; this he 
decline d, but joined the present Government 
As unuer-secretary in the department pre- 
sided over by Mr. Magnin.

Lightning Photography. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial. 


The much-talked-of Geletine or dry-plate 
yrocess of photographing has at last been 
brought into practical use in this city. Landy 
is the first to announce himself ready for 
business on the new lightning principle, 
which bids fair to make the old plan of tak- 
ing a sun-picture as much a thing of the past 
as speaking tubes are as compared with tele- 
phones, or tallow candles alongside of the 
electric light. Babies will now no longer 
test the patience of mother and artist alike, 
and the jumping-jack and tin whistle may 


be ignored as essentiais to a well- 
regulated ‘gallery. The subject is 
placed before the camera, the 


plates are always in readiness, a second’s ex- 
posure andthe thing is done. No time lost 
in preparing plates and no failures because 
of movement, will be some of the results at- 
tained to compensate the photographer for 
the additional expense of obtaining negatives 
inthe new way. A Commercial reporter, 
detailed by the city editor to give the adver- 
tised wonder a practical test, made an ap- 
pointment with Mr. Landy for 1 o’clock yes- 
terday. Atthat hour he found himself hur- 
ried by other business, and requested a post- 


ponement until he had more _ time. 
‘*Time,”’ said Landy ; ‘*we don’t 
want any time. The great 


danger in takirg these pictures is giving 
them too much time’’—and while he spoke 
he had signaled his assistant, and the re- 
porter had been taken intwo dirferent posi- 
tions. Three more negatives were then taken, 
the whole five, including the placing of the 
subject and the insertion of the plates in the 
box, occupying literally only tive minutes of 
time. The exposure was literally hardly a 
second—and even then the lights had to be 
subdued on account of the tine day. The 
taking of the picture is «actually in- 
stantaneous, the expression of the moment 
being caught and retained by the sensi- 
tive plate forever. Whatalong, longstepin 
advance this is and what improved results 
must follow all familiar with photography 
will realize. The best sentiment that ever 
lights up a dear friend’s face, the gentle 
smile of Woman, or the fleeting gleam of ma- 
ture intelligence that makes babvyhood such 
a mystery, may now be caughtand preserved. 
It is claimed that the plates, once prepared, 
will be ready for the impression after many 
years. Mr. Landy is quite enthusiastic over 
his achievement, and especially delighted 
that the processjallows him to laugh at 
c’oudy weather and coal smoke, hitherto the 
vreat enemies of photographic uartin Cincin- 
nati. Of course, the negative once obtained, 
all the a:tistic results attained by the advance 
in printing and accessories are at the com- 
mand of the photographer, for the new as for 
the old schoo! of portraits. The new pictures 
in these days of electricity should be called 
“lightning” pictures. Indeed, the process is 
so quick thatit would not be a surprise to 
hear that electricity had something todo 
withit. Landy is to be congratulated on his 
practical enterprise and push. He has 
brought into active use a discovery on whieh 
bundreds are yet experimenting.

Twelve Years of Silence.

The Electric Light in a Pullman Car. 
From the London Telegraph, Octover 15. 


Yesterday the electric light fairly conquered 
anew domain. The Brighton Railway Com- 
pany, Which of late years has been a pioneer 
of improvements on the iron road, rao a 
special train from Victoria to Brighton and 
back, With a saloon carriage lighted by stored 
electricity. The event, noteworthy in itself, 
may cometo possess a historical interest, 
since there is no doubt thatit was the first 
time, either in the Old World or the New, 
that accumulated electrical energy had been 
so employed: while the complete success 
which attended the experiment must un- 
questionably mark a new departure in 
railway management. It was only a 
few months since M. Faure sent to Sir Wil- 
lam Thomson his little box of lead plates 
coated with red oxide and fully charged with 
electricity. The great British physicist saw 
at once its capabilities, and now every day 
seems to be bringing to light some new appli- 
cation of this the simplest ofall apparatus 
ever designed by genius. The Pullman ear, 
on which yesterday’s experiment was made, 
carried beneath it on a shelf some thirty-two 
small metal boxes, technically cells, each of 
which contained leaden plates coated with the 
cxide known as red lead. Nothing less pre- 
tentious or more inert in outward appearance 
could well be imagined. Yet there was stored 
up in those sheets of lead an amount of force 
which, ifit ceuld be suddenly liberated, 
would vastiy exceed the power of any storm 
of tropical lightning. A steum-engine had 
been at work on the previous nizht,producing 
a current of electricity Which, in 
some mysterious manner, had iid itself away 
im the foids of the metal and beneath the 
cloak of red oxide, but was ready at aay in- 
stant to give back in the form of lizhe or of 
force the energy that had createdit. Twelve 
of Mr. Swan’s little incaudescent lamps were 
tixedtothe roof of the carriage, and allthat 
was necessary wen the train passed through 
a tunnel or When darkness came on Was to 
turn a switch, and instantaneously a mild, 
stexdy and briiliant light tilled the saloon. 
Fiom the point of view of the traveier the 
experiment was completely successful; a su- 
perior illumination could hardly be desirea; 
andif it be true, as possibly sanguine elec- 
tricians assert, that thisstorage can be effect- 
ed at a smalier cost than oil, the pleasant trip 
to Brighton yesterday afternoon may have 
wide-reaching effects. 


Moody and Sankey in England. 
From the London News, 10th. 

Messrs. Moody and Sankey commenced 
their second religious campaign in Creat 
Britain at Newcastle yesterday. Mr. Sankey, 
who has been in England for some time past, 
was joined on Monday by Mr. Moody, who 
arrived in Newcastle from America on the 
previous Saturday. They had invitations 
from many parts of the country to commence 
their revival services, but they accepted in 
the end a warm invitation from Newcastle, 
which town was one of the first placss they 
visited on their tourin 1873. Their first ser- 
vice yesterday afternoon was he'd in West 
Clayton Street Congregational Chapel, the 
building being crowded In every part, and an 
overflow meeting had to be held in a neigh- 
boring Baptist chapel. At night an extraor- 
dinarily large congregation assembled in the 
largest chapel in the town, large numbers not 
being able togain admission. Mr. Sankey’s 
singing and Mr. Mocdy’s impressive addresses 
were attentively listened to, and numbers 
remained behind for the inquiry meeting and 
other devotions.

The Late Baron Rothschild. 
From the New York Herald, 25th. 

A cable dispatch from Paris announces 
that Baron James de Rothschild died yester- 
day in that city. He was the nephew and 
heir of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, now 
the head of the French branch of the family. 
His mother was Charlotte, sister of Alphonse, 
Gustave and Edward; his father was the late 
Nathaniel, her uncle, whom, by a custom not 
unusual among Continental Jews, she mar- 
ried. He himself married his cousin Taoeresa. 
He practiced oecasionally at the Paris bar. 
The house where he died is the splendid 
mansion inthe Avenue de Freidlaad, which 
belonged to Count Tolstoi. The Paris branch 
ofthe famous family is quite large. The 
Dowager Baroness Rothschild, who lives in 
the family mansionin the Rue Laffitte, had 
five children—Baroness Alphonse, who is at 
this date the head of 
family: Baron Solomon, who 
a ang time ago; Baron (rustave, 
Baron Edmond andthe Baroness Nathaniei 
Rothschild. The venerable dowager is a ver- 
itable fountain of charity. She gives away 
hundreds of thousands of francs every vear. 
In summer she lives in a splendid country 
house at Boulogne where apartm2ats for each 
of her sone and daughters are kept constantly 
in order. Baron and Baroness Alphonse 
Rothschild live in the old mansion in the Rue 
Saint Fiorentine, where Tal'eyrind once re- 
sided. Thev are gay and extremely fond of so- 
ciety, und are seen everywhere in the monie; 
the Baronness §Jis one of the most accom- 
plished equestriennes who frequent the Bois 
de Boulogne. Her husband is an enthusias- 
tic patron of the turf. He has stables at 
Meantrif and Chantilly and lavishes millions 
on them. Solomon Rothschild was a delic ite- 
minded man, fond of conversation, books, 
pictures and _ society. His widow has 
a daughter who will, it is said, be the richest 
heiress in the Paris family. Baron Gus- 
tave is the only one who has married outside 
thefamily. Baron Arthur, brother of the 
deceased, spends his life in collecting books. 
It is said that no one else in France excevt 
the Duc d’Aumale possesses such inestim- 
able treasures of rare editions and luxuri- 
ous binding as this young Rothschild. Ou.ve 
of the latest additions to the delegates to 
Paris of this pbenomenaliy rich family is 
Baron Adolphe Rothschild, of Naples, who 
has closed out his business and retirad with 
the serenity of conscience promoted by the 
ethno of the possession of a fortune of 
$180,000,000f. He may be seen now and 
then inthe Bois, lolling negligently in the 
blue carriage which is one of the pecullar- 
ities of the house. Heis a great coliector, 
and will spend hundreds of thousands of 
francs upoo any trifle which he happens to 
consider that he must have. 


Raising Wolves For the Bounty.!

Grant, 
Dane, Crawtord and Sauk counties continue 
tobe the chief centers of the wolf and fox 
raising industry, Grant baving sent in 3927 
ecalps, Crawtord 173, Sauk113 and Dane 109. 
Added to the State bounty is that of the 
counties, Which almost doubles the premium. 
It was proved under the old system—long 
abuse of which led to its temporary suspen- 
sion—thatthe raising of healthy, breed'ng 
wolves and foxes, in order to sell the se ilps 
oftbe mujority of each litter, was,in some 
loca ities, arecniar indus ivy, and that the 
State and connties were being pers. stently 
bled, #¢oly poition of the app'ivauts for 
bounty being professional breeder-.

Which Martin 0’Neil Indignantly Con- 
tradicts. 


A Loose Woman who Olaims to 
be an Assassin. 


Both Sides of a Very Singular 
story. 


When Horace Vail was murderedin East St. 
Louis on the }5th of August a year ago justice 
was satisfied with a plausible theory of justi- 
fiabie homicide and let the murderer go free. 
A self-confessed accessoryin that crime now 
comes forward with a horrible story 


which charges Martin O'Neil, Hw 
well known contwactor of this city, 
with having been the _ principal, for 


whom the murder was committed for a con- 
sideration of $500. The mystery of the murder 
was never explained at thetrial. All that the 
outside world knows of the caseis this: Hor- 
ace Vail, the murdered man, went into the 
saloon just opened by Tremaine and his 
wile and spoke to the woman, 
who was’ in the bar. Tremaine 


struck at him with a soda bottle, and after a 
very slight row attempted to shoot him, but 
Vail wrenched the pistol away from him, and 
as soon as he thought his antagonist cool 
enough handed the weapon back and remon- 


strated witn him on his attempt. As 
soon aS Tremaine got the pistol Vail 
turned ground and Tremaine shot him 


in the back, Vailturned and clutched wildly 
at the bar, whereupon Tremaine put the pis- 
tol close to his heart and shot again, killing 
him instantly. 

Ex-Mayor Bowman, of East St. Louis, who 
takes an abiding interestinthe case, partly 


perhaps on account of a law- 
suit which he is conducting against 
Martin O'Neil, told a POSsT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter the story printed in the 


Republican more than a week ago, but it rested 
on such shadowy evidence that it obtained no 
credence. Mr. Bowman said that his sus- 
picions of O’Neil were first aroused at the 
preiiminary examination of Tremaine when 
that gentleman’s attorney defended Tremaine 
and he himself accempanied the prisoner 
into court. Bowman said that the reason 
0’ Neil wanted Vailout of the way was that 
Vail was heiping Bowman to unearth suborna- 
tion of perjury, which he aileged O’Neil had 
committed down in Kentucky in connection 
with a contract suit of his against 
the National Stock § Yard Company. 
Vail had tormerly been in O’Neil’s em- 
ploy. and was a most valuabie witness 
against him in the case. O'Neil claimed to 
have a verbal contract with Allerton for pav- 
ing the whole of the Stock yards. Bowman 
said that while working for him, Vail had se- 
sured an indictment against O’Neil 
for subornation of perjury. It was 
Bowman’s idea that O'Neil had induced 
Mrs. Tremaine,who is a woman of remarkably 
bad character, besides being extremely home- 
ly, to decoy Vail into the saloon, where her 
husband had tnen killed him, but Mr. Bowman 
was careful to add that he would not believe 


Mrs. Tremaine or husband either on 
oath about the murder or about 
anything else. He said that a 
paper urporting to be an _ =<4suflidavit 
ot Mrs. Tremaine’s had been showa to him in 


which she alleged that O’Nell had agreed to 
give her husband $500 to kill Vailand had 
paid $50 in advance; that accordingly Vail 
had been decoyed into the saloon 
and killed and that O’Neil had not 
then paid the balance of the 
money, due, but had refused to pay it. This 
aflidavit was sworn out before Justice Mona- 
han and that gentleman remembers; 
all the circumstances distinctly. A queer 
feature of the case is that Justice Monahan is 
clear that the woman who swore to the aflida 
vit is dark complexioned and with dark eyes, 
slim and lcw in stature, while the 
real Mrs. Tremaine is slightly gross in figure, 


very light complexioned, with light 
eyes and a ~ypeculiarly marked face, 
a straight line of eyebrows running 


all across the face, which any one who has 
seen would besure to remember. Whether 
anybody else has been doing the swearing will 
accordingly remain @ question until this dis- 
parity has been cleared up. 

MARTIN O’NEIL’S STORY. 

This morning a reporter familiar with the 
facts of this case started out to bunt up the 
man indicated as guilty of the terrible crime. 
Mr. Martin O’Neil’s house, near Grand and 
Theresa avenues, was visited, but he had al- 
ready gone downtown. At Mr. Delahanty’s 
law oftice, on Pine near Sixth, the man was 
found cioseted with his attorney, discussing 
what action they should take. O’Neil is an 
honest, straightforward man, 54 years of age, 
and a contractor. ‘‘Are you meant as the 
man who conspired to have Horace B. Vail 
wurdered in Eastst. Louis last August?’’ 

‘*‘Yes, lam the man meant, and | will give 
you afull history cf my relations with the 
murdered man. The story is all connected 
und I will briefly tell you a long story: I met 
Horace B. Vail first at the National Stock 
Yardsin’72o0r’75. He was time-keeper and 
lonly bad a passing acquaintance with hit. 
He came to me in ’75 and asked me 
foremployment. Itolu him] had nothing he 
coula do and he asked me forenough to keep 


bone and sinew together. 1 sent him 
to the Allerton House and as 
sisted him. He afterwards asked me 


for my time-book. He kept the time for my 
men while I was doing the cut-stone contract 
at the National Stock Yards in 1875. Vaii and 
l went to Cincinnati to see about a contract on 
the Cincinnati Southern Railroad, which my- 
self and Thomas Bow, of the citv, were part- 
ners in. I wanted to give Vail athird interest, 
but Mr. Bow would not consent to have Vail 
connected with it and we bought Vail’sinterest 
out, according to law, for $1. After this he 
had noclaim. I keptthe store at Lexington, 
and when Bow left me 1 sent to East St. Louis 
and brought him to Lexington, Ky., to keep 
the store books. Vail took charge of my store 
and accounts. While at the National Stock 
YardsI gave Capt. Moore, secretary of the 
vards, $100 to pay a debt against Vail in New 
York. Heremained storekeeper for me at 
Lexington until August 5, 1876. He then 
began drinking and cutting up and became 
dissipated on account of ajdisreputable woman 
whose acquaintance he formed in St. Louis 
and whom he sepne to Lexington. She had 
a child by him, and had him arrested by my 
side inthe street on a charge of bastardy. 
I went on his bond and kept the woman from 
appearing against him. The child died, and 
that ended the proceedings in Lexington, 
The woman went to Cincinnati, where she 
again instituted proceedings under 
the Ohio law. Vail then ran _ away 
and kept out of the way until 1 went te Ray 
county, Tenn., under this railroad contract, 
where he returned to my employ, but not as 
book-keeper, on account of his dissipation. 
I put him bossing a gang of men. He remained 
in my employ until met with financial 
troubles. Hethen foundthat J. B. and H.C. 
Sandusky, of Lexington, > ie who were inter- 
ested with me, ha the money. 
He joined hands with them in a 
plotfor my arrest to get all my property, 
which was successful, for when I was arrested 
they took my store and stock from me, amount- 
ing to about $17,000. They chargel me with 
giving a Mrs. Crouch a$l0 counterfeit bill to 
pay her fare from Nashville to Chattanooga. 
ier husband was helping to drive my teams 
over the mountains, anc she came with us 
into the Valley of Tennessee. I was tantalized 
with this business fortwo years, and when it 
finally came to trial the bill was found 
to be a good one, and I was discharged. 
Iam accused of having Vail arrested for ku- 
kluxing, and these are the facts: WhilelI was 
in the Knoxville jaf) on this charge of counter- 
feiting an attempt was made to kill my two 
witnesses, yn! Brennan and Martin Grimes. 
A man named Miller was hired for $1,000 to kili 
Brennan and Grimes. 
told me that Vail, H. C. 
Lyle had nired Mil 

nan.

got a requisition. Vail was arrested in East 
st. Louis and taken to the Four Courts on his 
way to Tennessee. John B. Bowman secured 
his release from Capt. Lee. After this Vall 
went back to East St. Louis in 
1878, and returned into Bowman’s empioy. 
I made a contract with the National Stock 
Yard Companyin tne fallof 1873 to deliver 
1£0,C00 supe) ficial yards of paving stone at $1 
per yara. Vail was then in theemploy of the 
companyina minor position. I went down 
to Selma at Kennett’s Castie and found a 
quarry there for the contract. I beganthe 
contract and worked on it during the winter 
of 1873 and spring of 1874. When [camneup 
with a barge load of stone in the spring of 
1874 they received it. The next one they 
would not receive, stating that they had re- 
ceived a telegram from President Allerton, 
from New York, instructi1ig him to receive no 
more paving stone, as they had no money to 
pay for it. They stopped me from completing 
my contract, and I began a damage suit. The 
profits wonld have been $75,000 on this con- 
tract, and for this amountI brought suit. Of 
this contract or the fulfillment of it Vail 
knew nothing whatever. He was employed 
in a minor capacity, and had nothing 
todo withthis. Allhe did know he admitted 
toas follows: The day after Allerton made 
the contract he came to Vail and said: ‘I slept 
the best night’s sleep I ever siept in my life 
Jast night.’ Vail asked, ‘How is _ that, 
Colonel?’ Allerton replied, ‘Yesterday I made 
a contract with Martin O’Neil for 150,000 
yards of paving stone for the yards. O’Neil 
isanin¢ustrious, honest, hard-working man 
and I am sure he will fuifill the con- 
tract and the yards will be paved.’ 
Prior to Vail entering into the conspiricy 
with these parties at Lexington, Ky., he came 
twice to Kast St. Louis with ine to testify in the 
City Court tothe fact that Allerton had ad- 
mitted makiny the contract. On both of these 
accasions the Stock Yard Companv had the 
case continued, aud betore the next calling I 


was in jail and Vail had joined 
hands with the Sanduskys and Lyle 
and the Stock Yard Comp iny. 


The case was heard inthe City Court in East 
St. Louis with a hung jury 8to4 in my favor. 
I dismissed the case inthis court for reasons 
best known to myself and took it to the U.S. 
District Court at Springfield, Ill., where the 
case is now pending. It was tried last June, 
and thejury was 10 to2in my favor. The caseis 
now set for the second Monday in January 
next and not, as was published, for June next. 
Vail’s testimony wouid be in my favor and I 
am sorry he is dead. This sensational 
story published this morning is based on the 
representation that Vail’s testimony was dam- 
aging to my cause, and that consequently I 
was implicated orhad hired Edward Tremaine 
and his wife to killhim. The first time I ever 
saw Tiemaine was in the Belleville Court- 
house, whereI wastuken by Tremaine’s at- 
torney totestify to Vail’s reputation. They 
were attempting to gethim outona writof 
habeas corpus, a few weeks after the 
murder. The first time I ever saw 
Mrs. Tremaine was several weeks after the 
murder, when Mr. Charles Conlon, my soaand 
myself went to her house by Mr. Cunlonas re- 
quest. I had not beenin East St. Louis for a 
year beforethis. It was the intention of Con- 
lon, who was one of Tremaine’s lawyers, to 
secure me for awitness to testify to Vail’s 
character. The story that I knew ler as 

Hannah Schultz at the National 
Stock Yards is a lie without the slightest foun- 
dution and in keeping with the rest of the ar- 
ticle. Itis stated that I met Tremaine in St. 
Louis, in the presence of Harry Myers, when 
he asked me for the rest of the $800 blood- 
money, of which I had given $50. I never Saw 
Harry Meyer in my life thatI know of, and 
never met Tremaine any place butonce at 
the Belleville Court-house, and once atthe 

sélleville Jail. In the abstract of Mrs. 
Tremaine’s affidavit, she says I was at my 
husband’s saloon, in East St. Louis, a few 
nights before the murder, and there agreed to 
give Tremaine $800 to kill Vail, and gave $50 
then to clinch the contract. I never knew that 
there was sucha saloonin East St. Louis and 
never knew there were such people in exist- 
ence atthattime as Tremaine and his wife. 
All this is a tissue Of falsehood 
without the slightest foundation, 
and the object of it is to 
throw me _ into jail and prevent 
me from getting my rights before a jury at 
Springtield, lll., in January next, when m 
suit for $75,000 damages will be heard. Thisis 
the third or fourth attempt to put me into jail 
and damage my character so as to prevent me 
from gaining my suits. I believe John B, 
Bowman,the attorney for the stock yaras, is at 
the bottom of tnis whole conspiracy. The 
men at Lexington, where now 
bave a suit for the recovery of damages 
for taking my property while I was in jail 
therejon a trumped up charge, have jleagued 
with the stock -yards attorneys to down me, 
and this story is consequently inseparably 
connected. I was never convicted of any of- 
fense in my life.’’ 

O'Neil is a firm-minded man and |will ffight 
this matter out. He is calm and says they 
may indict him if the grand jury will. He 
knew of these proceedings several 
daysago. Heisnow living in a house near 
Theresa avenue. Lischildren are employed 
running messages. His attorney said he had 
been beaten by money, but had resolved to 
fight his claim out, and nothing would pre- 
vent him from doing so. 

MR.E. J. DELAHANTY 
said: ‘‘I have been Mr. U'Neil's attorney-for 
about five years and am now in the suit at 
Springfield, Ill. I have examined his private 
poner and know that this surprising story is 
vased on fact and most of it is on record at 


Lexington, khy., and Knoxville, Tenn. I had 
entertained doubts about Mr. O'Neil’s 
statements until I cross-examined the 
witnessess for the other side at 


Springfieid last Jnne. I am convinced that this 
is a conspirecy gottenup as a last resort to 
defeat O’Neil and nis claim in this suit, and 
that itis the work of interested parties on the 
otber side of the suit.’’ He unqualifiedly pro- 
nounced the proceediugs a conspiracy against 
his client. | 
HANNAH TREMAINE,

career. She was born in Belleville and is twen-

Geppert, who keeps a saloon in East St. Louts, 
and whose wife was Hannah’s cousin. While 
here she was the talk of the 
entire neighborhood, and it was 
here {that she met Tremaine, 
then a barkeeper for Geppert, a felon, an ex- 
convict and a habitue of the penitentiaries of 
Illinois, Minnesota and Missouri. Hlis

She married him 
and they started A saloon, in 
which three days after they had 
opened itjthe tragedy occurred. Those who 
have known her longest claim that 
she is utterly untrustworthy and 
without character. Mrs. Geppert 


Claims that the woman robbed her of $500 just 
after her marriage, and thinksthat she could 


be induced to swear to anything. She is 
a singular looking woman with a very large 
nose, a jiineé of white eyeqrows running 
a}! across her ace, Shifting, 
weak eyes, and trick ot 
always §sucking her §gupper lip-into her 
mouth.

The work of the River Convention is now 
over. The business of the body was practical- 
ly atanend when the convention adjourned 
yesterday afternoon, and already last night 
delegates began turning their faces homeward. 
The acoption of the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions took place immediately after 
the recess yesterday. The report was present- 
ed by Duncan F. Kenner, of Louisiana. The 
resolutions presented to the con: 
vention were of reasonable lenxth and 
declared that it was the manifest and 
imperative duty of the Government of the 
United States to cause to be made such im- 
provements of the Mississippi and its navi- 
gable tributaries as shall permanently secure 
the safe and easy navigation of the river; that 
the convention recognized with extreme Satis- 
faction and emphatic approval, in the passage 
of the act of Congress of June 28, 1879, appoint- 
ing the Mississippi River Commission, the first 
step toward the complete and permanent 
opening of the Mississippi Valley, and recom- 


mended that the legislation thus 
wisely begun be made effectual 
and permanent by enlarging the 


powers ot the River Commission, to include the 
active prosecution of the works already rec- 
ommended by them; that the improvement 


recommended forthe Mississippi be extended! 
to the navigable tributaries of the great river; 
that the light-house service be made more 
complete and eflicient by increasing the num- 
ber of lights and districts, and, finally, that 
the president of the convention appoint a 
committee of twenty-oneto gather statistics 


concerning liver improvement, cause 
them to be published and to 
present the necessary resolutions 


and memorials to Congress, and procure for 
them due and earnest consideratien. The 
resolutions were adopted by the convention, 
after which a supplementary re-olution was 
presented through the Committee on Re3olu- 
tions by a commitieeman from lowa. The 
resolution was as follows: 

‘*That in the interest of cheap transportation 
and to afford a choice of water routes to the 
seaboard, we regard connections between tne 
navigable waters of the Upper Mississippi 
tiver andthe great lakesas of great impor- 
tance, and that Congress, in making appro- 
priations to improve the navigation of the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries, ought not 
to ove: lookjor disregard the establishment of 
free water comsmubication between the valley 
of the great river of che West and the waters 
of the East.’’ 

Amid ¢28 confusion, the resolution wa3 
rejected, Lut a motion was made to reconsider 
the vote, which will be put to the coivention 
this morning. 


The Convention, 

Ten o'clock was the hour set for calling the 
convention. President Dunnell and about 
three dozen delegates were on hand at that 
time, and atl0:50, when the Arsenal Band, 


stuck up a solemn and churehly air, 
one-third ot the delegates had not 
presented themselves. There were then 


several visitorsin the balcony and the usual 


quota of ladies in the boxes. The members of 
Congress had noticeably thinned out, but 
there wus still a very respectabie representa- 
tion. 

The |jconvention was called to order a half 
hour late, while delegates were still filing in. 
The Chairman in opening the S88 - 
sion announced that a mistake had 
been made in not calling the vice-presidents 
of the convention to take seats on the staze 
yesterday. Henow took occasion to extend 
the vice-presidents an invitation to be seated on 
the stage. 

A delegate from Iowa sgid Mr. Greaves, of 
Dubugue, had been chosen as vice-president 
from Iowa. 

Mr. Chase, of Nebraska, wanted to know if 
the taking of a place on tie stage would pre- 
— a delegate irom participating in the de- 

putes,

pretting his inability to be present to express 
bimselt publicly in regard to river improve- 
ment.

The supplementary report of the Committee 
om resolutions which was under consideration 
when the convention adjourned yesterday 
was now taken up. The report and resolution 
were again read. 

Ex-Gov. McEnery, of Louisana, thenrenewed 
his motion fora reconsideration of the vote 
by which the supplementary resolution had 
been lost. He bad spoken to several deie- 
gates aud ascertained thut many persons tid 
coniounded the resolution for the improve- 
ment of the Iijinois River with the supplemen- 
tary lesolution which asked for the improve- 
ment of the northern tiibutaries 
and the lake route to the Eastern seaboard 
He aid not think the convention wished ty xO 
on record before the country as newlectiny the 
Eactern seaboard or Overlooking tne advan- 
tuges offered by the waterways which connects 
the Mississippi Valley with the great lakes. fle 
ae asked for a reconsideration of the 
vote. 

Mr. Murphy, of lowa,seconded the motion .& 

Mr. Sersions: The State of Michigan ulso 
wishes to second the motion, 

Mr. Murphy then made an eloquent appeal 
in favor of the adoption of the resolution, He 
reiterated ex-Gov. McEnery’s arguments 
and. said the friends of the Mis- 
sissippi River should use every force 
ut their disposal, and they could not afford to 
ignore the Eastern seabourd or give the East- 
ern Congressinen reason for not being in- 
terested in promoting the cause of river iiwn- 
provement. lie asked the deiegates to vote tor 
the supplementary resolutioa, and pr »mised 
thateuch action would redound greatly to the 
advantage ot the movement. ‘ 

Ex-Gov. Stanard, of Missouri, said ha was in 
favor of reconsidering the vote and ot ad »pt- 
ing the supplementary resolutions. Tie con- 
vemio,,he said, could not afford to day to do 
anything tojayraign toe people nf the Northwess 


against the improvement of tre 
Mississippi. They would need the 
support of the Western Congressinen as 


well as of the Congressmen of the East. We 
ferring to the Davenport Convention, (i,0V. 
Stanard said he recoliectedthatthe deiegates 
to thut body voted unanimously for large and 
separate appropriations forthe improvement 
of the Mississippi, and of thatriver alone. Ile 
recollected tcoo,thattheactiorthelimprovem + ¢ 
of the mouth «f the Mistssippi that 
brought about the Eads jetties went through 
because it had the suppurt of Senator Conger 
and Representatives Burrelland Williams of 
Michigan. The speaker alluded tothe rivalry 
between Chicago and St. Louis; he saiiit had 
been uw healthy rivalry and had done both 
cities good. There was no reason why hestile 
relations should exist betweenthe people 
of this section and those of the North, and he 
heped there would be nothing of the kind to 
condemn or regret. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of St. Louis, made! a speech 
favoring the reconsideration of the vote and 
th adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Benton. of Michigan,jsaid he hoped the 
convention would not adjourn without giving 
the work proper recognition. 

Col. Slayback, of this citv, representing the 
Merchants’ Exchinge, made the ehampion 
spread eagle epee h of the meeting.

Mr. Parsons, of Michigan, said: I represent 
the great Stace of Michigan. We owe no debt. 
We know no State lines. We w no 
local lines. We are for anything and 
everything that will do this grand country of 
ours good. Michigan had a great interest in 
the imrrovement of the Mississippi River. 
Senator Conger had sat forty nights beside 
Capt. Eads before made up his mind abont 
the jetty bill. Not only the State ot Michigan, 
but the entire West is interested in vhe pres- 
ent movement. I voted against the supple- 
mentary report yesterday because I wanted no 
section, in act nothing to stand 
in the way of the improvement of the great 
Mississippi River. We want to see it improved 
at any cost and any sacrifice. Cy ogg 

Mr. Thomas B. Taylor, of Alabama, could 
not understand the threats which had been 
insinuated by one section against another in 
the discussion of the pending resolution. He had 
come from his hometo work for the good of the 
whole country, and he thought everybody else 
shovld have the same mission and make it 
known on the floor of the convention, instead 
of indulging in or employing threats against 
each other. 

Mr. Underwood, of Kentucky, expressed 
himself in favor of the improvement embraced 
inthe resolution, and spoke earnestly and el- 
oquently for the recognition of the Northern 
waterways. Itwasa matterof national im- 
portance thatthe people should consider se- 
riously. He favored the Hennepin Canal. 
were to have another war 
with Grext Britain, which was possible, 
British soldiers might run across the lakes and 
burn and devastate our entire }ake shore, but 
if tbe Hennepin Canal werein existence gun- 
boats and wunitions of war conid be hurried 
through it to the scene of action. Then again 
the great lakes might be used asvast reservoirs 
to supply the rivers of the North and even the 
Mississippi. 

Gen. Rozier, of Illinois, took the flodr amid 
cries of ‘‘question,’* ‘‘question,’’ and, after 
some confusion, tound opportunity to address 
afew wordstothe body. He said he wished 
the convention to pause for a moment. It 
was about to take a fatal step. He reminded 
them that it was unconstitutional to 
appropriate money for any local improve- 
ment such as was suggested. He repeated the 
story of the River Convention of 1845, at which 
he was present, and where it was decided fhat 
a canal for any one section meant a canal for 
every section. It was against the Uon- 
stitution to vote on an appropriation for the 
Hennepin or any other canal. 

Gen. Rozier found it difficult to make his 
speech. He was frequently interruptcd by 
calls for the question and was atlast obliged 
to cut his speech short. 

The question of reconsidering the resolution 
was then put and carried almost unanimously. 

Mr. Geo. F. Shields, of WUissouri, offered an 
amendment to the resoiution, striking out the 
words ‘‘in making appropriations to improve 
the navigation of the Mississippi Rive. and its 
trihutaries,’’so that the supplementary reso- 
lution would read as follows: 

Resolved, That in the interest of cheap trans- 
poitation and to afford a choice of water 
routes to the seaboard, we regard connections 
between the navigable waters of the Upper 
Mississippiard the great lakes as of great imn- 
portance, and ought not to overlook or disre- 
gard the establishment of free water com- 
wunication between the valiey of the great 
river of the West and the waters of the East. 

Mr. Shields made this amendment forthe 

urpose of keeping the improvement of the 
Mississippi separate and distinct. He madea 
speech in which he urged thatan improvement 
in any one section of the country was anim- 
provement for all sections. He Was satisfied 
every delegate would recognize the truth of 


this statement. They wanted the 
Mississippi improvement and they 
wanted the Hennepin canal too, but he 


thought it would be wise to ask the appropria- 
tions sepurately, and for that purpose sub- 
mitted his amendment. 

Mr. Underwood of kentucky, asked to amend 
the amendment. His amendment read as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That we invite the attention of 
Congress to all other practical water-routes 
connecting the Mississippi busin with the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

lion. John D. White, Representative in Con- 
gress from the mountain districts of Keatucky, 
was here introduced and made a speech in sup- 
port of Mr. Underwood’s amendment to the 
amendment. He advised harmonious action 
in all sections and that no partof the country 
be overlooked of disregarded. Iie was in 
tavor of improving the tributaries in all sec- 
tions as wellas the North. ‘Tbe lakes were 
frozen over every winter, and some other 
waterway towards the Eastshould then be ac- 
cessible. 

Judge Ellett, of Tennessee, made an earn- 
estargument against the resolution. In his 
vpinion, the resolution said inso many words 
tuatthere wasto be no appropriation for the 
improvement of the Mississippi River and its 
navigab'e tributaries until Congress had 
matured a plan tor connecting the Atlantic 
seaboard witb the natioual stream. 

Mr. Vandever, of lowa, wanted to amend, 
so that the appropriation contemplated 
in the supplementing resolution be entirely 
separate trom the appropriation for the Mis- 
sippi and its tributaries. 

Judge Ellet did not| think this sufficient. 
He wus opposed to the resolution entirely. 

Mr. Blakeley, of Minnesota, wished the ap- 
propriation for the Mississippi kept separate 
und unsaddled by any other. 

Mr. Shields, of Missouri, offered to withdraw 
his first amendment and substitute another, 
in which the words ‘‘in making the appropria- 


tion’’ would be replaced in tine supplementary 


resolution. 

Mr. J. P. Root, of Wyandotte, Kas., goton 
his feet and vehemently denounced 
the manner in which the friends 


of St. Louis and the Mississippi had opposed 
inthe Committee on Resolutions the wishes 
otthe large section of the country which he 
represented—the West. They had subuinit- 
ted in the committee, but now they had after 
mature deliberation prepared amendments or 


resolutions which they would pre- 
sent to the convention. If the 
members ot the convention supported 


these resolutions he was with them; if not, 
he w@s against them. 

A great deal of confusion here ensued, when 
Ex-Gov. Stanard jumpea to the floor anda 
moved the previous question. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of st. Louis, tried to speak, 
and adelegate from Nebraska was wildly wav- 
ing his hands and voice for recognition. 

There was more coniusion, and the chairman 
had to rap the tabie pretty unceremoniously 
and without regard to the durability of the 
material, to restore order, then the previous 
question wes put and ordered.
